CHINA~—DISPATCH FROM LORD ELGIN. 

A second supplement to the Gazette was published 
yesterday evening, containing the official dispatches of 
Lord Elgin, Lord Elgio, writing September 16th, states 
—On the Lith two white-buttoned Mandarins arrived 
in haste from the North, with a letter from Prince Tsia 
and his colleague, somewhat defiant in itstone. The 
writers expressed some surprise at his lordship having 
started with a force from Tien-tsin, in spite of their 
letter of the previous day, which letter, however, Lord 
Elgin had not received until two days after his depar- 
ture, and the writers required him to return hither, in 
verms slightly imperious. Lord Elgin thought the 
proper way of treating this letter was to take 
no notice of it, and he proceeded with the ad- 
vancing column of the army. At seven o'clock, 
the same evening, a further communication from 
these personages was received, which, both in letter and 
spirit, was more moderate than the letter received 
weilve hours before. Lord Elgin says it concedes, un. 

onditionally, almost all the points in controversy be- 
ween us, A strong desire was expressed that the 
British army may not go beyond a certain point 
named, and the writers remark that if halted there it 
vuld be still sufficiently near to be called into play, 
hould any hitch in the negociations occur. Before re- 
plying to this communication, Lord Elgin inquired of 
be Commander-in-Chief whether or not we were in a 
position to continue, without interruption, our hostile 
dvance on Tangchow. Sir Hope Grant replied that 
twould be necessary, before undertaking a march 
hich might end in the assault of Tangchow, to create 
large depot of stores,and bring up heavy guns for 
pperations which might involve a week or ten 
jays, and perhaps a much longer time. This being 

he case, Lord Higia’s reply was of a nature 
alculated to bring matters to a speedier tesue, 

o as to avoid delay, which, at that season of the 
year, and in the existing low state of the river, 
would be hazardous. His lordship said. in substance, 
that the British army would continue its advance on 
Tangehow, crushing all oppoSition which it might en- 
counter. 

In a dispatch from Lord Elgin, dated Septem- 
ber 28rd, the brother of the Emperor appears asa nego- 
ciator for the re-establishment of peace, but Lord Elgin 
states that until the British subjects detained at Pekin 
were released, he could not take any step to stay mili- 
tary proceedings. —— 

DISTURBANCE AT PESTH—HOMEWARD 

RETURN OF GARIBALDIANS. 

Pestn, Wepnespar.—On the 26th inst., while Count 
Caraly Uberzespan,of Syathmar, was passing through De- 
breuezin, a éorch light procession, accompanied by bands 

í music, was formed in his honour. This demonstration 
caused some disturbances, which resulted in a military 
intervention, and the arrest of from 20 to 30 individuals. 

Napries, 37run Nov.—1,700 Garibaldians, who have 
chosen to return to their homes, have embarked for 
Genoa. The embarkation of as many more will take 
piace to-morrow. An order of the day has been issued 
inviting the officers and soldiers of the southern army 
to abstain from making any demonstration. 

ENGLAND, FRANCE, AND ITALY. 

A Vienna letter, in the Cologne Gazette, asserts that 
a complete understanding exists between France and 
England upon the English note ef 27th October, rela- 
tive to the Italian question. This agreement will be 
shown by the nomination of Ambassadors Extraordinary 
to the Court of King Victor Emmanuel, as soon as the 
Italian Parliament has proclaimed the constitution of 
the kingdom of Italy. It is further stated that the 
Western Powers will guarantee the New Kingdom to 
the House of Savoy, and that there are grounds for anti- 
cipating & diplomatic arrangement respecting Venetia. 


CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES. 

LONDONDERRY, Wepeespar Nicut.—The Montreal 
ss. Anglo Saxon, which left Quebec on the 17th inst., 
arrivel in Londonderry shortly after 6 p.m., and pro- 
ceeded immediately, having landed all her mails, con- 
sisting ef 195 sacks, the Scotch portion of which went 
to Glasgow direct, by the steamer Falcon, from this 
port. The Anglo-Saxon brings 84 passengers. 

The intelligence which continues to be received from 
the South is of a character similar to that which has 
reached for two or three days past. 

There is evidently a strong sentiment in favour of the 
Union straggling to the surface throughout the slave 
states, the evidences of which are found in the announce. 
ment that Mr. Cobb, representative from Congress, 
from alarm, is strongly opposed to disunion, as are 
also General Wilson’s representatives from Virginia, 
and various other prominent Southern gevutlemen. 

THE SECESSION MOVEMENT. 

Great excitement prevails in South Carolina regard- 
ing the secession movment. It is stated she will, under 
no circumstances, recede from the position she has 
taken. and that the United States’ flag is not recognised 
in any part of that State. The Mayor of Charleston, 
owing to the present state of affairs, had discharged a 
number of labourers employed on the public works.

The other papers contain nothing sufficiently salient 
for extract. The apposition papers, however, by way ol 
showing what they think of the decree, comment upon 
that part of it which concerns Algeria, and do not 
allude to the remainder in any way. 

To revert to the decree. The semblance of freedom 
which it confers upon the Assembly turns out to be even 
lesa than at first sight had been supposed. The addi- 
tional amount of coneession which is conceded to the 
Legisiative Body is, it seems, not to take place in public, 
but in a secret committee of the whole house. The 
amendments which members may bring forward are not 
to be discussed at the public sitting, but before a com- 
mission. The “Address,” in teply to the Speech from 
the Throne, will give an opportunity to Government 
commissioners to “ give explanations ;” but it is no- 
where stated that independent members will be allowed to 
ask questions on any other occasion. In fact, what is des- 
cribed as “ le droit dinterpeflation” is not conceded, whilst 
the Chamber continués hampered by official forms to 
quite as great an exteut as before the promulgasion of

introduced into the mechanism of the institutions of 
the empire.” 

The Moniteur informs us that the Grand Opera 
singers, orchestra, corps “le ballet, and all, are placed 
under the direction “f the new Minister of State. 

Two great naval commandefs, in imitation of the 
military territorial commands of the marshals, are 
about to be created. There is to be a “Grand 
Amiral de l’Ocean,” anda“ Grand Amiral de la Medi- 
terranee,”’ 

The Pays announces that the Emperor is about to 
lee.ve for Compiegne, where he will spend a week. 

From Naples the telegraph continues to report dis- 
turbances. The correspondent of the Debats states 
that the Neapolitan troops now on the Papal territory 
are to be given up to Piedmont, in virtue of a conven- 
tion between Cialdini and M, de Goyon. 

A Nantes paper, L’Union Bretonne, gives us some 
particulars of the proceedings of Mr, Cobden in that 
town. It seems the hon. gentleman arrived there on 
. Wedwertay-—frdoes not appear that any houses were 

decorated with flags, or that triumphal arches with the | 
efiigy of the great promoter of French commerce 
were erccted. Mr. Cobden, as soon as he alighted 
from the train, inguired his way to the Bourse, 
where he entered into long conversations with the 
local merchants and manufacturers, and expounded 
to them the beauties of the treaty of commerce, In the 
evening there wasa dinner at the prefect’s, in honour of 
the “illustrious guest” of the town of Nantes. 

Union Bretonne gives us to understand that the hon. 
gentieman made a speech. “ He expressed himeelf in a 
very picturesque and-g@it times happily figurative style, 
on the advantages both nations must derive from the 
concessions they bad mutually made to each other. ‘ You 
are (said Mr. Cobden) the richer and better endowed of 
the two countries. Your soil produces everything in 
abundance. We eat nothing in England that is not 
grown in France. Hew, thep, could you be angry with us. 
ior diving into the bowels of e land to carry on 
the gloomiest aud dirtiest of trades, in quest of the coal 
and iron which must pay for the good and besutiful 
things you send us.” ‘This tirade will probably super- 
induce in the reader a feeling that there are dirtier trades 
than mining, and that politico-commercial agitation is 
among them. But let them pause, for it seems it was 
intended mefcly to show that commercial travellers in 
Eagland know what wit and humour are as well as their 
French co)ieagues ; for the Union subsequently informs 
us that Mir. Cobden then attacked the question on ite 
“ serious, side,” and ‘dealt with it quite as skilfully as 
with the eóte comigue, M. le Prefet then gave as a toast, 
“Mr. Cobden’s health, and the continuation of a good 
understanding between the two countries, based, not 
upon common political interests, but upon mutual 
est cem. 


ITALY. 

The following is King Victor Emmanuel’s answer to 
the Sicilian deputation :— 

“ Our attachment to the Sicilians is of old date. In 
1848 we admired the courage of that people, but then 
the destinies of Italy were not fixed. From my first 
childhood I was educated for Italy, and she has always 
been the object of my desires and cares. To-day God 
has beard my prayers and those of the Italians. Thanks 
to the co-operation of the army and people, Italy exists 
for the Italiane; they are now & great and strong people. 
But we must be constant and united to preserve the 
blessings we have conquered ; we shall then be able to 
resist the menaces of our enemy, and we may hope 
to see the countries which arc not yet ours united to 
Italy. I love the Sicilians, and I am sure of their pa- 
triotiem for the Italian cause. Asto myself, | shall 
always preserve the same sentiments, and act as an 
honest, man. I shall shortly be among you in Bicily ; 
but | regret that the cares of the State will not enable 
me“ stay there long enough to visit all the towns of the 
island, which I equally love.” 

M. Farini, lieutenant of King Victor Emmanuel at 
Naples, has addressed the following report to Count Ca- 
vour, President of the Council of Ministers at Turin: 

Sessa, October 3ist.—Excellency,—I have the honour 
of transmitting to you a first report on the recent events 
at lsernia and other places in the province of Molisa, and 
the Terra di Lavoro, by the reactionist party, and at the 
instigation and by order of thegovernment of Geeta. 
To prove the strange facts set forth in this report, I annex 
official documents, with the exception of a very few which 
have been left at Isernia, where they are indispensable
